TO THE KING’S MOST EXCELLENT MAJESTY. 

May it please your Majesty, 

In accordance with the provisions of the Act of Parliament 
founding the Queen’s Colleges, I have the honour of submitting 
my Annual Report on the condition and proceedings of Queen’s 
College, Galway, for the Session 1900-1901. 

Tables will be found in the Appendices giving the usual 
Statistics. 

In the Royal University of Ireland, the distinctions gained 
by students of the College in 1900 were : — 

Faculty of Arts. — Exhibitions — 2 First Class. 

5 Second Class. 

Honours — 6 First Class. 

18 Second Class. 

Faculty of Medicine. — Exhibitions — 1 Second Class. 

Honours — 1 Second Class. 

School of Engineering. — Exhibitions— 1 Second Class. 

Honours — 1 Second Class. 

Miss Cecile L. M. Steinberger, Browne Scholar in Modern 
Languages of this College, gained the only First Class Scholar- 
ship in Modern Literature awarded. 

At the Junior Fellowship Examination in Mathematical Science, 
Mr Thomas Stuart, M.A., was awarded a Special Prize ot £100 
a year for two years on account of the excellence of the original 
theses submitted by him. He was also awarded the degree of: 
Doctor of Science. It is of some importance, as evidence ot the 
extent to which this College is prosecuting original research, to 
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point out that these theses were written while Mr. Stuart was in 
attendance on lectures. Two of them, entitled “ The Distribution 
of Velocity and the Equations of the Stream Lines due to the 
Motion of an Ellipsoid in Fluid Frictionless and. Viscous,” and 
“ Invariants of Carves on the same Surface in the Neighbourhood 
of a Common Tangent Line,” have been communicated to the 
London Mathematical Society. 

The Chemistry Department has, as usual, been actively engaged 
in original work. Two papers, by Professor Senier, PH.D., and Mr. 
William Goodwin conjointly, entitled “ The Action of Ethylene 
Dibromide on Xylidine and i// Cumidine,” and “ The Action of 
Phenyl Carbimide on Diphenyl, Dialphyl, and Dinaphthyl 
Diamines,” have appeared in the Transactions of the Chemical 
Society of London , and a third, by Professor Senier, on “ A 
Lecture-table Experiment for the Preparation of Nitric Oxide,” 
has been published in the Proceedings of the Chemical Society 
of London. 

Mr. William S. Mills, m.a., whose 1851 Exhibition Research 
Scholarship has been renewed for a second year, has completed, 
in conjunction with Mr. Hugh Ryan, m.a... d.sc., a former student 
of the College and now Professor of Chemistry in University 
College, Dublin, an investigation on the “ Preparation of Synthe- 
tical Glucosidcs,” which has appeared in the Transactions of 
the Chemical Society of London. This research is a continuation 
of a former investigation by Professor Ryan on the same 
subject. 

Professor R. J. Andersou, m.a., m.d., contributed two papers to 
the Biology Section of the British Association, entitled “ The 
Dentition of the Seal ” and “ Some Points concerning Rhythmic 
Action” ; also, a paper to the Congres International de Medecine, 
entitled “ A Note on the Respiratory Murmur.” 

Professor R. J. Kinkead, B.A., m.d., has contributed several 
papers on gyngecological subjects to the Obstetrical Section of 
the Royal Academy of Medicine in Ireland. 

Two papers by Professor Dixon, m.a., sc.d., entitled “ Notes on 
the Theory of Automorphic Functions ( continued )” and “ Prime 
Functions on a Riemann Surface,” have appeared in the Pro- 
ceedings of the London Mathematical Society, and Professor Sand- 
ford, m.a., has contributed an important paper on “The Quasi- 
'Caesura in Vergil ” to Hermathena. 

In this connection I may mention that the Owens College, 
Manchester, has recently selected Mr. Thomas Walsh, b.a., to 
hold the Robert Platt Physiological Research Scholarship. Mr. 
Walsh was Demonstrator in Anatomy and Physiology last Session 
in this College, and has already done original work in Chemistry 
with Professor Senier. 

These results show that in teaching and research, the chief 
functions of a University College, this College takes a high place, 
and need not fear comparison with any institution of a similar 
kind in Ireland. . 
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Of the distinctions gained by past students of the College, I 
beg to refer to the appointment of Mr. J. A. M’Clelland, M.A., to 
the Chair of Natural Philosophy in University College, Dublin, 
and to a Fellowship in the Royal University of Ireland. Mr. 
M'Clelland "entered this College as First Science Scholar in 
October, 1889, was Senior Scholar in Natural Philosophy in 
1892-3, and Senior Scholar in Mathematics in 1893-94. 

Two other recent successes are also worthy of special mention. 
Mr. Robert Allen, M.B., who entered this College in October, 1888, 
and was Senior Scholar in Anatomy and Physiology in 1894-95, 
has gained a Medical Studentship in the Royal University ; and 
Mr. A. J. Walker, B.A., ph.d., who entered the College as Literary 
Scholar in October, 1890, has been appointed Head of the 
Chemistry Department in Derby Technical College. 

In former Reports reasons are given why the attendance at 
this College is not larger than it is. Its situation in a town 
whose population during the last fifty years has diminished by 
one-half, and in a province inferior in a marked degree to the 
rest of the kingdom in wealth, must have had an adverse 
influence on its growth and progress. To quote the words of 
my predecessor, now Resident Commissioner of National Edu- 
cation in Ireland, “ It has been remarked in many previous 
Annual Reports that the paucity of students on the roll of 
the College was due to the fact that this province was ‘ com- 
paratively bare of facilities for higher education,’ and the class 
from which our students would most naturally be drawn was 
compelled by the struggle for bare subsistence to sacrifice 
their ambition for educational advancement.” 

There is no doubt that the backward state of secondary 
education in the province has an unfavourable effect on the 
attendance at the College. The Census Returns for 1891 show 
that the pupils attending classical schools in Ulster, Munster, 
and Connaught numbered in that year 6,503, 3,083, and 1,441 
respectively. It need not, therefore, excite any surprise that, 
while the students attending Belfast and Cork Queen’s Colleges 
for the Session 1889-1900 numbered respectively 347 and 178, 
those attending Galway College should number only 110, But 
the usefulness of the College is not to be estimated solely or 
principally by the number of students in it. It is rather to 
be judged by the quality of the work done in its class-rooms 
in educating men for the public service and for the. various 
professions, and by the successful efforts made within its walls 
to extend the boundaries of human knowledge. 

The Library, Museums, and Laboratories are in as satisfactory 
a state as could be expected, regard being had to the smallness 
of the annual grant for their maintenance. Laboratories for 
Biology and Pathology are urgently required, and, as I under- 
stand the Senate of the Royal University has under consideration 
the introduction of Electrical Engineering into the course for the 
degree of Bachelor of Engineering, the establishment of a lecture- 
ship in Electrical Engineering and the provision of appliances 
for practical work in that subject will become necessary. 
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A course of lectures on the Theory of Music was delivered 
during the second and third terms of the Session. It is to be 
hoped that the College Council will, in the future, be in a position 
to make provision for the continuance of these lectures. 

Celtic has been inserted as a voluntary subject in all the courses 
for Junior Literary Scholarships, and in the course for Senior 
Scholarship in English and Modern Languages, but, as no lectures 
thereon have hitherto been delivered, students are obliged to 
confine themselves to private reading in preparing for examina- 
tions in this subject. The need of a Lectureship in Celtic in a 
College in the West of Ireland is so obvious as hardly to admit 
of discussion. 

The conduct of the students during the past Session was 
excellent. No difficulty was experienced in preserving discip- 
line.
